letin, "is much more dangerous now than 
it ever was for the-simple reason that the 
majority of motorists take undue liberties 
with it. 
When a. motorist reaches tho 


point where a danger no longer looks like 
one to him he has reached the danger line. 
Knowledge of the facts is the only thing 
that will keep him on the safe side."

And half of these prisoner- 
victims of the drug habit are second-term- 


's. So reports Dr. Amos Squire, Sing 


Sing's head physician. Eichmond G. Hob- 
son, president of the International Nar- 
cotic Education association says: "It is 
estimated that more than nine-tenths of 
all murders, hold-ups and daring robber- 
ies are not committed by drug addicts." 
At least one and a quarter million Amer- 
icans are victims of the drug habit, and a 
fourth of them are not usefully employed.

'the* increase in crime, due to drugs. But 
there is a greater peril—the fact that the 
drug habit is making its greatest gains, 
among the youth of America.

20."

10 days, and a mature man in 30 days; 


The government can dp much by rigid 


attempts>t0 enforce the Harrison act, and 
by giving convicted dope peddlers the lim- 
it under the law. If 'that limit is not se- 
vere enough, the law should be given 
more teeth. Why is it that more bootleg- 
gers than, dope peddlers are arrested, 
though violation of. the Volstead act is not 
as great a menace as the drug 'traffic? 
Captain Hobson wisely recommends that 
the peril of narcotics should be taught 
to all children in the schools. Education 
is the most effective way to combat the 
drug traffic. 


FALLING IN LINE 


The German cabinet has decided to ac- 


cept the experts' report as a basis for 
negotiation with the allies. It is a wise 
decision. Prime Minister MacDonald of 
Great Britain has emphatically indorsed 
the findings and recommendations of the 
commission. He v goes so far as to say 
that his government will accept them in 
their entirety, provided the other nations 
are willing to do the same. Italy and 
Belgium are likely to fall in line, and if 
France will rise to the occasion and take 
an international view of reparations, her 
acceptance trill seal the plan. 


Xo one country has any basis on which 


to go before the world in opposition to 
the rest of the parties to this transaction. 
Germany will of course have no standing 
in any resistance she may offer, regard- 
less of the attitude of the allies. Her 
provence is to accept the report, which is 
as liberal as any nation in her position 
could expect. 
It would be decidedly to 


Germany's advantage to make a clean 
sweep of the whole business and join with 
the allies in immediate ratification. This 
would make it morally impossible for 
France to stand out alone. We think this 
is what will occur. 


The only real question about the feas- 


ibility and acceptance of the experts' pro- 
posals is that of the for-?i^ loan. If that 
can he negotiated the problem is solved.

Mrs. Folsom's "Tower of Fame." 


has all the smash of an original O. 
Henry story. It carries you on a wave 
of suspense to the last few paragraphs 
and then give you a crashing sur- 
prise 
But after all, it Is fiction. Mrs. Fol- 


som's real life story is more touch- 
Ing, more human, more—well, let us 
say-satisfying, than ony fiction story. 


She was bom and educated In Blo- 


omlngton. 111. As n. girl and a bride 
she was a member of the social set. 
Then necessity sent her out Into the 
working world. Slie decided newspa- 
per work was her field. 


Followed 14 years of reporting on a
